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The rigging, hoisting, and general demolishing work of buildings, houses, 

bridges, and other structures. Allows a contractor to raise, level, and 

move buildings and residential structures. Rigging, house moving, 

wrecking, and dismantling is a subclassification of Building 

Construction.
